HAD ENOUGH OF THE EARL 


T H E H U S B A N D H E L D 


R ich Am erican Girl Dazzled by the 
Notion OI a H igh Sounding Title 
Now R egrets Her Step. 


A lice Thaw Who Married the Earl 
of Yarm outh W ants G alling 
lJ o’uLs Sev ered. 


London, Jan. 4.—The failure of an 
other alliance of the English nobility 
with an American woman of wealth 
became 
public 
yesterday 
afternoon 
when the Countess of Yarmouth, who 
was Alice Thaw of Pittsburg, a daugh­ 
ter of Mrs. William Thaw and a sister 
of H arry K. Thaw', whose second trial 
for the m urder of Stanford W hite will 
begin next Monday in New York city, 
applied to the div orce court for an an- 
nullm ent of her m arriage to the Earl 
of Yarmouth. 
The court has ordered that the pro­ 
ceedings be held in cam era and the 
papers are being kept secret. 
The 
only inkling obtainable of the charges 
preferred is a statem ent to the effect 
tha t the nature of the medical ev i­ 
dence to be giv en makes a public 
hearing inadv isable. 
The Countess of Yarmouth is stay­ 
ing at Park Hall, near Ev esham, W or­ 
cestershire, a magnificent country seat 
she has leased, decorated and refur­ 
nished with lav ish expenditure. 
Slu? 
declines to comment on die case. The 
Earl of Yarmouth could not be found 
in his usual London haunts, and it is . 
supposed he is on the continent, w'here 
he spends much of his time, 
It has been well known for two 
years that the domestic affairs of the 
Yarmouth® were most unhappy. 
The 
earl’s companions and his m anner of 
liv ing w'ere such that he could not 
giv e his wife the position in society 
she had a right to expect. 
She sup­ 
plied immense sums to defray her hus­ 
band’s extrav agances, and her friends 
say she has conducted herself with 
dignity throughout the troubles result­ 
ing from the unhappy m arriage and 
her brother’s difficulties. 
The Hertford family, the head of 
which is Hie E arl of Yarm outh’s fa m -' 
ily. and to the head of which the earl 
Is heir, he being the eldest son of the 
sixth Marquis of Hertford, is one of 
the oldest and proudest of the British I 
nobility. 
The notoriety brought upon j 
the family through its indirect con­ 
nection with the Thaw m urder case ; 
was galling, and this climax to the eld- j 
est son’s m arriage to ATice Thaw is a 
bitter pill. 
The Marchioness of H ert­ 
ford, who has stood by lu r daughter- 
in-law throughout her troubles and has 
exerted herself to reconcile the cou­ 
ple, is prostrated with grief. 
The countess herself has suffered 
from the strain of the past year. Her 
friends adv ised her to remain in Eng­ 
land until after the div orce proceed­ 
ings, but the countess desires to re­ 
turn to the 
United States for her 
brother’s second trial, and is undecid­ 
ed which course she will pursue. 
L ast sum m er on the adv ice of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie, her 
brother-in-law and sister, who were 
with her two months, the countess 
decided to seek the aid of the div orce 
courts. 
It was intended to defer this 
action until the second Thaw' trial in 
New York, but the delay in bringing 
the case to trial led to a change of 
plans. 
W hen the countess returned 
to England after the trial of her broth­ 
er, she receiv ed a cold reception, not 
only from the earl, but from all the 
m em bers of his family except the 
M archioness of Hertford, his mother, 
and the couple hav e seen little of each 
other since that time.

It was said that the mob came to 
Russellv ille from the direction of Cav e 
Springs, near where the m em bers are 
said to hav % had their rendezv ous. 
The mob seemed to be well organized, 
with a head and lieutenants.

capes, false beards and masks.

shooting, the chief business of the 
mob seeming to be the destruction of 
the two tobacco houses.

Cleveland sets forth that, while he 
wants 
no aid from the nation, 
we 
shou ld do something to provide 
for 
the men who have occu pied the execu ­ 
tive chair to prevent their becoming 
poverty strick en. 
The article, the magazine declares, 


is “a docu ment lik ely to become his­ 
torical, for, while the su bject has had 
mu ch attention and discu ssion, the few 
persons most vitally concerned in the 
matter have never heretofore given ex­ 
pression to any special views u pon it.” 
The following are extracts;^ 
“It is most gratifying to note how 
the private lives of ou r ex-presidents 
ere made gratefu l and bright by the 
generou s attachment and spontaneou s 
k indness manifested toward them by 
their fellow cou ntrymen. 
The Ameri­ 
can people are the best people in the 
world, and the honor and respect with 
which they follow to his retirement 
one who has served them in the high­ 
est office within their gift illu strate 
the innate nobility of the American 
character. 
“The tru th is that ou r people, so far 
from treating their ex-presidents sim­ 
ply as relics of past honors, seem dis­ 
posed not only to bestow u pon them 
honor and respect, bu t to continu e them 
In service so far as to interfere seri- 


Senator William R. Allison of Iowa, 
chairman of the committee on appro­ 
priations, favors action by congress 
look ing to the care and su pport of ex­ 
presidents of the United States, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribu ne. 
In an interview the other 
night he referred to the recent u tter­ 
ances 
of

President Grover 
Cleveland on the su bject and agreed 
wdth him that some provision shou ld 
be made in this direction. The matter 
deserved consideration at the hands of 
congress, he said, and u ndou btedly 
wou ld receive it.

“Ou r national pride shou ld be ru dely 
tou ched 
tv hen we 
read concerning 
Thomas Jefferson after his retirement 
from the presidency: ‘By degrees Jef­ 
ferson became a poor man and, indeed, 
worse than poor, since he was involved 
in pecu niary embarrassments. 
Before 
matters had reached this stage he had 
eold his library to congress for $23,9 50.’ 
“Althou gh he expressed himself as 
desiring nothing from the pu blic treas­ 
u ry, he accepted pecu niary aid fu r­ 
nished by private su bscription, with 
the pathetic statement: 
“ ‘I have spent three times as mu ch 
money and given my whole life to my 
cou ntrymen, and now they nobly como 
forw’ard in the only way they can and 
save an old servant from being tu rned 
lik e a dog ou t of doors.’ 
“John Qu incy Adams a short time 
before he retired from the presidency 
and in contemplation of that event 
wrote as follows: 
“ ‘The income of my w hole private 
estate is less than $G,000 a year, and I 
am paying at least $2,000 of that for 
Interest on my debt. Finally u pon go­ 
ing ou t of office In one year from this 
time, destitu te of all means of acqu ir­ 
ing property, it will only be by the 
sacrifice of that which 1 now possess 
that I shall be able to su pport my 
family.’ 
“Whatever omission there may be of 
fair and considerate condu ct on the 
part of ou r people in their relations 
with their ex-presidents ou ght to be 
xnade good by a definite and generou s 
provision for all cases alik e, based 
u pon motives of ju stice and fairness 
and adequ ate to the situ ation. 
“The condition is by no means met 
by the meager and spasmodic relief 
occasionally fu rnished u nder the gu ise 
of a military pension or some other 
pretext, nor wou ld It be best met by 
mak ing compensation, already accru ed 
or accru ing, dependent u pon the dis­ 
charge of senatorial or other official 
du ty. 
“If, in conclu ding this discu ssion, a 
personal w’ord is necessary or permis­ 
sible In view* of the fact that I am the 
only man now living w ho cou ld at this 
time profit by the ideas I have advo­ 
cated, I hope my siu cerity will not be 
qu estioned when I say that I have 
dealt with the su bject withou t the least 
thou ght of personal interest or desire 
for personal advantage. 
“I am not In need of aid from the 
pu blic treasu ry. I hope and believe that 
I have provided for myself and those

me

, maintenance, within the limits of ac­ 
cu stomed pru dence and economy, and 
those to wrhom I ow’e the highest earth­ 
ly du ty will not want when I am gone.

Then he went Into the bu siness of 
issu ing check s, bu t in a most novel 
form. 
He made the check payable to 
bearer, bu t not good if indorsed. ' The 
signatu re was not J. P. Cou nor, bu t 
J. P. Connor’s farm. 
The idea was 
that the farm back ed the note and not 
the man; hence the clau se that an in­ 
dorsement wou ld vitiate it by pu tting 
a mere man’s name on an equ ality 
with the farm. 
Another pecu liarity of the check is 
that it is payable in cotton, w’heat, 
oats, potatoes, hay, eggs, pou ltry and, 
in short, anything produ ced on the 
farm. 
It is also payable in cashiers’ 
check s or anything that passes for 
money except the cu rrency itself. 
Now’ these notes are doing the w’ork 
of cu rrency in Canadian and another 
town near there, and every merchant 
in both towns accepts them as freely 
as if they were greenback s and even 
more readily than bank check s from 
places farther away.

Southern Republic In 1910 W ill Open 
Its Firsrt National University. 
“In 19 10 Mexico will open its first 
national 
u niversity.” said 
Professor 
Manu el 
Velasqu ez Andrade, an 
in­ 
stru ctor in phj’sical training in the nor­ 
mal school of Mexico City, who was 
recently Interviewed at 
the Ebbitt 
Hou se In Washington. 
Frofessor Aa- 
drade came to Washington to confer 
with the commissioner of edu cation 
and to examine the pu blic playgrou u ds 
of that city. 
He will visit several of 
the large colleges of the east for the 
pu rpose of stu dying the athletics prac­ 
ticed by the stu dents of American col­ 
leges, with a view’ to adopting them in 
Mexico w’hen the u niversity is opened 
there, says the Washington Post. 
“I have been in most of the cou ntries 
of Eu rope, where 1 stu died physical 
training and field athletics, in connec­ 
tion with the principal u niversities of 
those cou ntries,” continu ed Professor 
Andrade, “and I am convinced that the 
United States is far ahead of all other 
cou ntries iu this respect. 
The you u g 
men who attend you r colleges are bet­ 
ter trained, more enthu siastic and bet­ 
ter developed as a resu lt of athletics 
than those of any place I visited iu 
Eu rope, and this is du e^I believe, to a 
more advanced system of physical 
training. 
We hope In Mexico to estab­ 
lish the same sports in connection with 
ou r u niversity that are in vogu e at 
American colleges. 
“It is a mistak e to lielleve that the 
Mexicans go in for bru tal forms of 
sports, su ch as bu ll fighting. 
You r 
people have a WTong impression. 
Bu b 
fights In Mexico are k ept alive by the 
patronage of foreigners. 
At any ex­ 
hibition of tills sort you can fiu d GO 
per cent of the spectators composed of 
Americans, 25 per cent of Spaniards 
and the remaining 15 per cent, per­ 
haps, of Mexicans. 
Bu ll fighting has 
been practiced so long in Mexico that 
it has become monotonou s to the na­ 
tives. Bu t the first thing an American 
or other foreigu er wants to see when 
he arrives iu ou r cou ntry is a bu ll 
fight. 
Iu this way it has been made 
probably the most profitable form of 
amu sement iu the cou ntry, so profitable 
indeed that recently there w*as bu ilt in 
the City of Mexico what is perhaps 
the most expensive au d finest bu ll 
fighting ring in the world, 
it cost In 
the neighborhood of $1,000,000 and has 
a seating capacity for 15,000 specta­ 
tors. 
Mexicans cou ld not afford to 
patronize this sport if they desired. 
Foreigners readily pay from $5 to $10 
for a seat at a bu ll fight.”

it passes between the sun and us. 
Its 
illuminated hemisphere is naturally al­ 
way s turned toward the sun. 
There 
result phases analogous to those of the 
moon. 
The nearer Venus comes to the 
earth the less we see of its. surface. 
The farther it gets a wa y from us the 
more we see of its surface, but the 
planet is reduced to its smallest ap­ 
parent dimension. 
A second circum­ 
sta nce not less deplorable for the suc­ 
cess of our studies Is that Venus Is 
surrounded by au Immense atmosphere, 
twice as dense and much higher than 
ours. 
The effect of this is that we 
nev er cau be sure of any thing we see 
on Venus.

tional conference on the subject at the 
earliest practicable day . 
AU of these plans look toward a 
stricter enforcement of ex isting law 
rather than any ex tensiv e change# In 
our 
present 
statutes. 
Mr. 
Bargent 
would try the effect of stricter en­ 
forcement of the present prov isions 
before seeking to ex tend the limits of 
our ex clusion acts.

Sections Beneath W ater. 


A tun n el is bein g con structed in a 
n ovel m an n er for the movemen t of 
railroad train s between Detroit an d 
Win d sor, Can ad a, ben eath the Detroit 
river, says the New York Tribun e. It 
Is bein g built on shore an d will be 
sun k in section s in to a tren ch d red ged 
in the bottom. The section s after they 
have been d eposited in their crad le of 
cemen t an d steel will be join ed togeth­ 
er ben eath the surface of the water. 
It Is to be a tun n el of two steel tubes, 
each of which will be slightly over 
twen ty-three feet in d iameter. 
They 
are join ed together at in tervals by 
tran sverse steel d iajihragms. * When 
the tubes have been sun k an d join ed 
they will be surroun d ed by con crete. 
The con struction of a steel crad le on 
the river bottom an d the elimin ation 
of a cofferd am in the layin g of the 
tun n el comprise a method of subaque­ 
ous tun n el con struction n ever before 
attem pted . Divers are required to lock 
the section s together after they are in 
place. 
The 
preparation 
for 
floatin g 
an d 
sin kin g the section s is elaborate. 
The 
en d s of the tubes are closed with 
heavy bulkhead s of wood in which are 
set valves for allowin g the w ater to 
en ter an d the air to escape when the 
section is sun k. In this way the sin k­ 
in g of the GOO ton section can be regu­ 
lated to a n icety. 
The sid es are cov­ 
ered with heavy plan ks, formin g a 
box which looks like a huge barge. On 
top are placed a n um ber of steel cylin ­ 
d ers filled with air for the purpose of 
assistin g in keepin g it afloat in case of 
n ecessity. 
The un d erw ater portion of the tun ­ 
n el will be 2,625 feet lon g, an d the 
len gth of the whole tun n el, in clud in g 
the covered portion s of the approaches, 
will be more than on e an d on e-half 
miles in len gth.
